The figures of births and deaths shown in this 
statement for week ending the 28th July, 1956, 
relate to 228 towns with an estimated population of 
30,954 thousands. The total number of towns is 318 
and ilieir population is 41,584 thousands. Thus 72% 
of the total number of towns representing 74% of the 
total population is covered in this statement. The 
number of births and deaths recorded in these 
towns were 18,611 and 7,927 representing birth and 
death rates of 31 - 3 and 13-3 per thousand of 
population respectively.
